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Contractor appointed to build shopping complex

WORK will begin on the Banbury 
Gateway retail complex in August after 
a new contractor was appointed. 

McLaren Construction has been assigned 
to build the Banbury Gateway park at the 
Wildmere Industrial Estate, near Junction 11 
of the M40, by site owner LXB Retail 
Properties Pic. 

Work on the site, at Acorn Way, is due to 
begin in August and will include the 
construction of stores for Marks & Spencer, 
Next and Primark. 

The centre is due to open by the end of 
2015. 

McLaren will first demolish the building 
of motorsport firm Prodrive as the firm is 
moving to new larger premises in Banbury 
in July. 

It is thought that between 800 and 1,000 
Jobs will be created by the development of 
the new retail park. 

Jon McCarthy, development principal at 
LXB, said McLaren were the "preferred 
contractor" for the job. 

He said: "We are happy to be working 
with them." 

Mr McCarthy confirmed work should be 
starting at the site by the end of the year but 
said a price had yet to be agreed with the 
construction company.

Mike Atkinson, projects director at 
McLaren, said: "We are delighted to be 
involved with it." 

Sean Woodcock, mayor of Banbury, said: 
"It is always important that businesses want 
to invest in Banbury. It is good that they are 
staying in the town and that they want to 
take on the Gateway." 

But he also expressed concern about the 
effect on town centre trade. 

He said: "I do still think that there are 
serious questions to be asked about the 
implications that it may have on the footfall 
in the town centre. 

"There are an awful lot of people asking 
those same questions and I do feel it is 
important that these questions are asked and 
answered to alleviate people's fears." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: 
"Banbury Gateway is intended as a regional 
shopping centre, maximising Banbury's 
geographical location on the M40. 

"Many of the stores there will be tending 
to sell items which won't necessarily be able 
to be bought in the town centre so, for 
example, Marks & Spencer will be retaining 
its existing store in Castle Quay, while 
opening a new store at Banbury Gateway. 


"The Gateway project creates jobs for 
Banbury in two ways. Lirstly, retail jobs at the 
Gateway, and secondly, the development of 
Banbury Gateway will now enable Prodrive 
to move to a new and larger site and 
continue to be one of the leading engineering 
and manufacturing businesses in Banbury 
and the region." 

The Gateway development will involve 
building 290,000 sq ft of retail and leisure 
space, which will include ten shops and 
three restaurant or cafe units. 

The site was given planning permission in 
March 2013.

Meanwhile, Thames Valley Police Assistant 
Chief Constable Brendan O'Dowda has been 
awarded the Queen's Police Medal in recognition 
of his distinguished service over the past 32 
years. 

He is the first South East Regional Assistant 
Chief Constable with responsibility for Serious 
and Organised Crime and Counter Terrorism.

Mr O'Dowda served as the Oxford City 
Commander in the rank of Superintendent, and

He lives in Kidlington and is married to 
Nichola, who recently retired from her post 
as executive assistant to Chief Constable 
Sara Thornton. 


They have four children: Torran, Bryony, Jade 
and Callum. 

Mr O'Dowda said: "I'm knocked out by this. 

"All I have ever wanted to do since the age of 
16, when I joined the cadets, was to protect the 
public, make a difference and lock up the bad 
guys. 

"My wife, Nichola, has been my stalwart and 
my children have kept me grounded. 

"I did my probation in Oxford so I have a big 
allegiance to Oxford city and I'm rooted in 
Oxfordshire."

Donor plea goes out to teenagers 


YOUNG people in Oxfordshire are 
being called on to donate blood to 
help improve supplies across the 
county. 

Over the last two years, there 
were 3,094 donors aged between 
17 and 24 in Oxfordshire, 
accounting for 14.5 per cent of the 
county's 21,267 donors. 

Just 755 of those were under the 
age of 19. 

One of those young donors is 
17-year-old Matt Cooke, from 
Kirtlington. 

He said: "It can save a life and 
it's easy. 

"It's a bit weird - but all it takes 
is a pin-prick in your arm." 

By donating, the Marlborough C 
of E School student has done more 
good than just giving his own 
blood, he inspired his father - Rob 


- to begin donating again. 

Mr Cooke, 53, said: "I donated 
in about 2000 but stopped when 
we moved to Oxfordshire. 

"The problem is that should you 
get out of the habit, you just forget 
about it. When Matt signed up I 
thought I should do it too." The 
video producer said: "I did wonder 
if I would be too old to give blood 
again and if it was going to be a 
hassle, but it was very simple - no 
big deal." 

Across England and North 
Wales, people donate around 1.8m 
units of blood each year, which 
adds up to 846,000 litres or 
186,094 gallons. 

Some blood types are more 
needed than others, like O Rh 
negative - the universal blood 
group - and B Rh negative. 


While there is not currently a 
shortage, supplies are dropping 
lower than they should. 

Mr Cooke said: "Matt's 
grandfather, Peter, had a rare blood 
type and in the 50s he was once 
called out of the cinema to donate. 
Can you imagine that?" 

Jon Latham, assistant director for 
donor services at NHS Blood and 
Transplant, said: "We're issuing a 
'call up' for more to come forward 
because we know blood donation 
falls off the to-do list during hot 
weather and summer holidays, as 
well as big public events like the 
World Cup." 

Volunteers can give blood as 
long as they are fit, weigh over 7st 
12lb (50kg) and are aged between 
17 and 66.

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Community sentence follows child sex assault 


A MAN has been given a community 
order for sexually assaulting a nine- 
year-old boy. 

Paul Biggs, 22, of The Penn, Over 
Norton, near Chipping Norton, was 
found guilty of the offence last 
month. The offence happened on 
September 1, 2007. 

The boy cannot be named for legal 
reasons. Biggs, who has learning 
difficulties, was 16 at the time. 


A jury at Oxford Crown Court 
cleared Biggs of one further count of 
sexual assault, two counts of inciting 
a child to engage in sexual activity, 
and one count of rape. 

Sentencing him last Thursday, 
Judge Patrick Eccles said: “Sexually 
touching a child may have very bad 
consequences for them in later life. 
Nobody knows how they will feel 
about it. 


“That is why it is taken very 
seriously by the courts. 

“Had you been convicted of all of 
the offences, then you would have 
been sent to prison. That is not 
happening to you but this is serious 
enough for a community order.” 

He added: “You were only 16 
yourself and the court recognises 
because you have significant learning 
difficulties you might not have 


appreciated this type of sexual 
experimenting could have bad 
consequences for the young boy you 
touched.” 

He was given a 12-month 
community order, with a supervision 
requirement, and must do 100 hours 
of unpaid work. 

He must also sign the sex 
offenders’ register for five years and 
pay £300 towards costs. 


Oxfordshire county council launches £27,000 'free boxes' scheme

RESTAURANTS around 
Oxfordshire are being given 
free boxes so diners can 
take their leftover food 
home. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
says thousands of pounds are 
wasted in the county every year 
through food being thrown 
away. 

And to prevent food ending 
up in the bin, the county

council is now distributing 
hundreds of eco-friendly boxes 
to restaurants around 
Oxfordshire. 

David Nimmo Smith, the 
county council's environment 
chief, said: "Food waste is a 
serious problem. For every meal 
eaten in a UK restaurant, almost 


half a kilo of food is wasted - 
through preparation, spoilage 
and what's left behind on the 
plate. 

"This waste hits restaurants' 
bottom lines, diners' pockets 
and comes at a massive cost to 
the environment." 

The county council says that 
UK restaurant food waste totals 
600,000 tonnes per year or 21 
tonnes per restaurant, or the 


same as five small African 
elephants. 

Each participating restaurant 
will receive 250 free "take me 
home" boxes as part of the 
£27,000 scheme. 

At the moment there are 35 
restaurants taking part but the 
county council hopes to 
increase this to 100. 

It has set up a dedicated 
website so diners can find out

more about the scheme and see 
which restaurants are taking part. 

Those in the Cherwell area

THAMES Valley Police has 
launched an independent 
review after an Oxfordshire 
police officer made a 


complaint of racial 
discrimination. 

The force has now reached a 
settlement with Banbury-based 
PC Jim Davies, who is an 
English Romany Gypsy. 

In a statement, Thames 
Valley Police said: "This review 
will be conducted 
independently and will involve 
a review of existing policies 
and procedures to ensure 
Thames Valley Police serves all 
of its communities and ensures 
that any racial stereotyping or 
outdated practices and 
procedures are amended or 


removed. 

"Thames Valley Police is 
pleased that these matters have 
been brought to its attention. 

"It will not tolerate any form 
of discrimination towards any 
minority group and strives to 
operate fully in compliance 
with good practice in relation 
to diversity and equality, both 
within the force and externally 
insofar as it best serves its 
communities, including the 
Gypsy Roma Traveller 
community." 

PC Davies and the newly 
formed Gypsy Roma Traveller 
Police Association will be 
assisting the process. 

Police did not disclose the 
details of the settlement but 
confirmed it was not financial 
and the policeman did not 
seek any financial 
compensation. 

The force did not comment 
on when the review might be 
completed.

Fire hits rail commuters 


COMMUTERS travelling home from 
London's Marylebone station early this 
week faced the station being shut 
"until further notice", after a fire 
destroyed part of a signalling cable at 
the weekend. 

Chiltern Railways closed the station, 
with services from Oxfordshire only 
running into West Ruislip. 

A spokesman said commuters 
travelling home from the capital 
through High Wycombe could get to 
the station via the London 
Underground's Central Line. 


The spokesman said: "We may be 
able to start some trains at Wembley 
Stadium. 

"Damage from the signal cable fire 
was more extensive than first thought 
and repair work will need to 
continue." 

Passengers were told to use their 
Chiltern tickets on the Underground to 
and from central London. 

The tickets can also be used on First 
Great Western, which operates a 
service from Oxford to Paddington, 
and Crosscountry services. 


Fewer child arrests 


THAMES Valley Police arrested 3,808 children last 
year, a drop of 69 per cent compared to 12,288 
arrested five years ago. 

The figures were obtained by the Howard League 
for Penal Reform. Its chief executive, Frances Crook, 
said: "It is encouraging to see that Thames Valley 
Police are making significantly fewer arrests of 
children than they were in 2008, thanks in part to our 
effective campaigning. 

"Most police services in England and Wales have 
developed successful local initiatives that resolve 
issues quickly and cheaply, involve victims in the 
justice process and, crucially, avoid criminalising boys 
and girls."

Meet the new champion for county's academies 


THE man who will take 
responsibility for the county’s 
academies has said he will 
“stand up” up for schools. 

In September, Martin Post will 
take up the role of a regional 
schools commissioner - one of 
a number of new positions set 
up by the Department for 
Education across the UK. 

He will be responsible for 
Oxfordshire as well as north 
west London and the south 
central region. 

Mr Post will monitor academy 
school performance and will be 
able to step in when there are 
problems. He will also give final 
approval to any plans for new 
academies. 

The Government said his job 
would also be involved in 


Government intervention plans 
for under-performing 
academies, recruit academy 
sponsors and “pause” the 
expansion of struggling 
academies. 

Regional school 

commissioners will also be able 
to consider academy requests 
to change their admissions 
arrangements. 

A headteacher board, made 
up of five or six local heads, 
would also be created to hold 
him to account. 

Mr Post said: “What 
difference will parents and 
pupils notice once I take up my 
post in September? 

“First, they will have a local 
person speaking up for 
academies in their area. 


“Secondly, I will take swift 
action when schools are not 
performing and I will be fighting 
in the parents’ corner when 
they need support. 

“Finally, I will be able to take 
local concerns and raise them 
at a national level. Just recently, 
I was in London discussing my 
priorities with senior ministers. 
We will work closely together.” 

Academies are state- 
maintained but independently- 
run schools, set up with the 
help of outside sponsors. 

They can either be 
“converted” or “sponsored”. 

There are 12 academies in 
Oxfordshire that are currently 
sponsored and a further 44 
schools which have converted 
to become academies.

BANBURY'S MP has defended a £105,000 
NHS payout to an interim chief executive for 
four months work. 

Conservative Sir Tony Baldry said the Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group (OCCG) payment 
was "appropriate". 

Mr Wilson got £105,000 to £110,000 - it would 
not reveal the exact amount - for December 10 to 
March 31. He was brought in to turn around the 
organisation, launched on April 1 as part of a 
national shake-up aimed at involving GPs more. 

It decides where most NHS cash is spent and 
avoided a £6.9m deficit at the end of 2013/14 after 
hospital bosses agreed to write off some bills. 

Sir Tony said: "Before Ian Wilson arrived, OCCG 
was heading for a significant deficit which would 
have been of no benefit to anyone locally. 

"During the time he has been in post as far as I 
can see he has managed to turn the OCCG around 
to end the year in a surplus and he has been paid 
appropriately for that task, turning around and 
sorting out an organisation with a multi-million 
pound budget." 

Oxfordshire Labour MP Andrew Smith said the 
salary - equivalent to at least £1,363 a day - was to 
get OCCG out of the "financial mess" from a 
"wholly unnecessary reorganisation". 

Full-time chief executive David Smith will take 
over on a pay scale of £120,000 to £150,000. 

County Conservative MPs David Cameron, Ed 
Vaizey and Nicola Blackwood had yet to comment. 

The OCCG said interim pay could be 
"significantly higher due to the difficult nature of 
the work". 


DIY home scheme gets £16.6m boost 


A PROJECT for 250 self-build homes has had a £16.5m 
boost earmarked from a council. 

Cherwell District Council plans to build the DIY homes 
across 26 sites by March next year in a project to help 
people get on the housing ladder. 

Homes are built to a shell and then the buyer gets a dis¬ 
count for finishing it off. 


As part of the initiative, they will learn basic building 
skills - such as carpentry, plumbing and tiling. 

Initially, the council was planning to team up with part¬ 
ners to fund £9.5m of the overall capital costs, but now 
has now decided to give more money to the project. 

A £3m Homes and Communities Agency grant has 
already contributed to the scheme.

Crash demo aims to 
foster safety on road 


A TEENAGER was cut out of the 
wreckage of a car crash as firefight¬ 
ers worked to set him free, but it was 
all in the name of road safety. 

Jack Flemon was stretchered away 
from the mangled vehicle after officers 
from the Blue Watch at Banbury Fire 
Station cut off the roof of the vehicle. 

But the 19-year-old, who attends 
Banbury and Bicester College, was 
not a careless driver - he was a volun¬ 
teer in a demonstration about road 
safety. 

The Foundation for Learning and 
Life student from Hardwick said: "The 
firemen asked for volunteers and 
there was a fireman with me telling 
all the details of what you would do if 
you were the first aider. They cut the 
car roof and then they put a neck 
brace on me and a protector for my 
face. It was really interesting. 

"The neck brace felt tight. The fire¬ 
men work as a team to get the people 
out and they looked after me. The fire¬ 
men were very reassuring and they did 
it quite quickly."

He added he "hoped to learn to 
drive" and the session had made him 
think about road safety. 

The demonstration at the Banbury 
Fire Station was part of the 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service's 
road safety week. 

Firefighters from the Blue Watch at 
Banbury Fire Station led the hard-hit¬ 
ting exercise on Tuesday, June 1 0 

Fire risk manager of Cherwell and 
West Area Kerry Blair said: "We set up 
a mock road-traffic collision to look at 
the possible consequences. It was to 
talk through a real-life situation that 
hopefully none of them will go 
through. 

"We simulated a crash and we 
talked the students through how we 
would treat them medically. We took 
off the roof of the car. 

"We also touched on general road 
safety. We spoke with them about 
pedestrians. We did a little bit about 


cyclists and the need to be safe, be 
seen and wear helmets. 

"The impact of seeing it, hearing it 
and being that close to it, makes peo¬ 
ple realise how dangerous some of 
these accidents are. That it could be 
them. It is really high impact." 

In 2012 there were 28 fatalities on 
Oxfordshire's roads and 279 people 
suffered serious injuries as a result of 
collisions. There were also 1,951 peo¬ 
ple who suffered slight injury as a 
result of a collision. 

Oxfordshire County Council's Fire 
and Rescue Service's road safety man¬ 
ager Mick Clarke said: "It is every¬ 
body's responsibility to make our 
roads safer and I would like to 
encourage everyone to be aware of 
the role they play in making our roads 
safer for all road users. 

"It doesn't matter if it's a cyclist; a 
motorcyclist; a driver or a pedestrian: 
they all should play a significant part 
in making Oxfordshire's roads safer

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Number of bariatric patients requiring 
NHS patient transport services 
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THE number of obese people in 
Oxfordshire needing specialist 
transport to get to hospital is set to 
rise by ten times in less than ten 
years. 

The number of overweight 
people needing extra help to get to 
hospital stood at 91 in 2010/11. 

But health bosses predict that by 
2019, 900 people a year will need 
dedicated ambulances to ferry 
them to hospital. 

As previously reported, free 
patient transport for the least 
infirm, such as certain cancer 
patients, is set to be axed to focus 
on those “in most need” like obese 
people and wheelchair users.

National Obesity Forum 
spokesman Tam Fry said more 
needed to be done to tackle the 
“obesity epidemic”. 

He said: “The Government has 
failed. It has pushed on to 
Oxfordshire the responsibility of 
cleaning up a mess they couldn’t 
clean up in 20 years.” 

Health chiefs are facing a yearly 
bill of more than £100,000 to 
transport obese people. 

They have warned that 75 
patients a month would need 
specialist ambulances and 


equipment in five years’ time - 
one of the reasons for planned 
cuts to hospital transport. 

Each severely obese patient 
costs an average of £129 to 
transport, so if 75 were seen a 
month as expected by 2019, this 
would result in an annual bill of 
£116,100. 

Just five people needed help in 
April 2010 - the year the county 
got its first specialist ambulance - 
but this had risen to 44 by March. 

Regular ambulances take 
patients weighing up to 20 stone 
but specialist bariatric 
ambulances can take those up to 
55 stone. 


Dr Rebecca Cooper, the 
consultant on public health at 
Oxfordshire County Council 
responsible for promoting healthy 
lifestyles, said: “The cost of 
obesity to society in general is well 
documented and this is why it is a 
priority for public health teams up 
and down the country. 

“In particular, links between 
obesity and other health problems, 
both physical and mental, result in 
greater demand for other health 
services.” 

An Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group report said: 
“The projected growth in demand 
for more complex patient 


transport journeys underlines our 
position that there is an increase 
in demand that cannot be 
sustained under the current or 
future budgets without a review.” 

In February, the group revealed 
that 60.7 per cent of 875 adults 
surveyed in Oxfordshire by Sport 
England were classed as 
overweight or obese. 

And figures from weighing 
children in primary schools found 
about 12 per cent are overweight. 

Firefighters have had to be 
called in to assist paramedics in 
getting medical treatment to more 
than 40 overweight patients in the 
last five years.

Absence rate 
revealed for 
the county 

Oxfordshire County 
Councils' education chief, 
Melinda Tilley, said: "This is 
on our radar. We do have a 
system for keeping an eye 
on it." 

The Liberal Democrat 
spokesman for education, 
John Howson, said that with 
a large number of secondary 
schools now being 
academies, there was little 
the authority could do to 
improve the figures. 

He said: "These figures 
are only for one term, but it 
is a key period for teaching 
and last winter was mild. So 
schools need to examine 
why absence is so high and 
ensure it doesn't affect 
educational outcomes." 


MORE than 2,000 
secondary school pupils 
missed at least 11 days 
of school in the autumn 
term. 

The Department for 
Education has published 
school absence rates for the 
first academic term, which 
showed 6.7 per cent of 
pupils at state schools in 
Oxfordshire had missed a 
long period of school time. 

Oxfordshire is the fourth 
worst in the South East, 
against a national average of 
5.9 per cent. 

However, at primary 
school level, only 3.4 per 
cent missed a similar 
amount of school days, 
meaning the county has an

absence rate of 4.7 per cent 
- the same as the national 
average. 

Nationally, the percentage 
of pupils absent during the 
autumn term for 22 or more 
sessions (half a day) fell 
from 10.3 per cent in 2009. 

Of the 7,379 four-year- 
olds who started school in 
September, the county had 
an average absence rate of 
5.4 per cent - slightly higher 
than the national average of 
5.3 per cent. 

There are 72,645 children 
at state schools in the 
county, of which 30,389 
attend secondary school.

Smartphone app in bid 


to ease queues at A&E 


A SMARTPHONE app is the latest idea from health 
chiefs to get residents to choose the right NHS 
service and ease pressure on accident and 
emergency services. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group has launched 
a free app for Apple and Android devices to give health 
advice. 

Choose Well Oxfordshire uses GPS technology to find the 
nearest services, like GPs, and provides contact details and 
opening times. 

The move is part of a long-running county NHS 
campaign to ensure people go to the right 
services as demand rises across the 
health service. 

A key pressure point is 
hospital A&E at Banbury's 
Horton General Hospital 
and Oxford's John 
Radcliffe Hospital. 

A&E departments 
should only be used for 
the most severe 
emergencies, but often is 
attended by those who 
could be treated by other 
NHS services. 

Rising demand means the 
county is missing its waiting¬ 
time target. 

The Government says 95 per 
cent of patients should be 
discharged, admitted or 
transferred within four hours of 
their arrival. 

But county hospitals failed this 
in 2013/14 and figures for the 
week ending Sunday, June 1, show 
89.1 per cent were seen in this time, 

254 out of 2,327. 

Just 696 were the most serious 
emergency admissions and

And planned hospital admissions, involving an overnight 
stay, rose from 22,312 in 2012/13 to 24,208 in 2013/14. 

Experts have said that Oxfordshire has a high proportion 
of older people because of its relative affluence and are at 
more risk of complex conditions. 

The app asks people to choose self-care, pharmacy, GP, 
the NHS 111 hotline, minor injury units or A&E's 999 - 
then provides advice and local information. 

It also includes a quiz to test knowledge of which 
is the right service for certain conditions and 
injuries. 

The Choose Well campaign had previously 
produced posters and information on its 
oxfordshireccg.nhs.uk website. 

An OCCG spokesman said: "One aim of 
the app is to ensure that when people do 
go to A&E, it is only for a genuine accident 
or emergency - such as a heart attack or 
serious injury." 

Clincial chairman Dr Joe McManners 
added: "This is an effective and easy-to- 
use app that advises people on the best 
health services to use. It then shows 
exactly where the service is located. 

"It is a great asset for anyone who is ill 
or injured and unsure of the best treatment 
and where to get it." 

The app is compatible with iOS supported 
devices, those using iOS 5.1 and above, 
including the iPhone 3GS, and first 
generation iPads. 

Some Android-supported devices 
running 2.2 and above, can also 
use the app. It will not run 
on Windows phones or 
Kindles.

Call for health hotline improvement 


HEALTH leaders have 


demanded that response 
times improve for the NHS 
111 hotline in Oxfordshire. 

A national target demands 
95 per cent of calls to the 
non-emergency line are 
answered within 60 seconds, 
but this was only met in six 
of the 12 months from last 
April. 

Now budget managers 
have written to the South 
Central Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust - the authority 
which provides the service - 
with concerns calls are not 
being answered quickly 
enough. 

It is feared this will see 
people abandon 111 and visit 
A&E instead, putting 
pressure on hospitals. 

Oxford Health spokesman 
Alistair Duncan said calls to 
111 had risen as more 
became aware of the service. 

He said: “SCAS has been 
unable to meet this standard 
consistently during peaks of 
high demand, which has 
meant that someone calling 
111 may have had to wait 


longer than 60 seconds for 


their call to be answered. On 
average, the additional wait 
is 40 seconds. 

“Prolonged call waits may 
mean that patients requiring 
help or advice abandon the 
call and seek help by either 
calling 999 or visiting an 
emergency department.”

New payment structure 
to tackle bed-blocking 


CARE firms will get extra cash payments 
under the latest council plans to keep the 
elderly out of hospital. 

Oxfordshire County Council expects to 
spend more than £100,000 a year as part of 
efforts to tackle problems like bed-blocking. 

It contracts care homes and firms which 
support people at home but often places 
and home workers are not available quick¬ 
ly enough. 

It hopes payments of up to £200 per 
patient will prevent people going into hos¬ 
pital and delays in discharging them when 
they can leave. 

This is called bed-blocking and can lead 
to delays in A&E and cancellation of 
planned operations as beds are not avail¬ 
able. 

The council last year began a pilot which

paid home workers different rates for differ¬ 
ent days in a bid to tackle chronic problems 
at weekends. 

They were paid £75 from Monday to 
Wednesday, £100 for Thursdays and 
Fridays, and £150 for the weekends. 

Yet most payments, for 162 people, were 
from Monday to Friday just 36 over the 
weekend, when pressure is highest due to 
lower staffing levels. 

Councillors agreed last week that the 
weekend rate should be raised to £150 on 
Fridays and £200 the weekend. 

Lead commissioner for older people Ann 
Nursey said: "There is a need to improve 
the responsiveness and availability of home 


support and care home provision across the 
county. 

"This is key to maintaining people's inde¬ 
pendence in their own homes, preventing 
hospital admission, and ensuring timely dis¬ 
charge from hospital. 

"Incentive payments are one of the few 
ways of impacting on the market without 
the lead-in time associated with a tender." 

She said: "Since the incentives were 
introduced, the average waiting time for a 
home support package has decreased." 

And she recommended care homes get 
the same rates but only in "exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances". 

The council has estimated the payments 
will cost about £105,900 a year. 

Since 2011, Oxfordshire has been 
among the country's worst offenders for 


bed-blocking. 

Latest NHS snapshot survey figures, for 
April 24, show there were 106 people in 
Oxfordshire in hospital beds who were well 
enough to go home. 

Sue Kent is the manager at Newland 
House care home in Witney. She said: "It's 
about time that they've thought of doing this. 

"There are lots of people in hospital that 
don't need to be there. 

"For care homes with empty rooms this 
will help a lot - £200 is better than a room 
sitting empty." 

Council spokesman Marcus Mabberley 
said: "The evidence suggests that the 
responsiveness of companies to put care in 
place improved on weekdays and there was 
also an improvement in pick-ups during the 
weekend, which is positive."

Making a real meal of it

MORE than half of Oxfordshire's 232 
state primary schools require kitchen 
upgrades to comply with the 
Government's new free meals policy and 
41 have no kitchen at all, including six in 
the Banbury area. 

With less than three months before the 
program takes effect on September 2, at 
the start of the new school year, some 
schools are struggling to make arrange¬ 
ments to feed significantly more students. 

One school needs to serve five times 
the number of meals it does now. 

Individual schools and the Oxfordshire 
County Council have criticised the 
Government for under-funding the policy, 
and expect they will have to make up the 
shortfall out of their own budgets. 

Across the county, 123 primary schools 
- 53 per cent - "require some form of 
equipment or upgrade to kitchen facilities 
in order to accommodate the govern¬ 
ment's offer", said a spokesman for the 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

This includes 41 primary schools, or 18 
per cent of the total, that have no kitchen. 

State-funded schools must provide a 
hot meal each day to all children from 
reception to year two (aged from four to 
seven) from next academic year in an 
attempt to combat under-fed students. But 
the policy, which was announced by 
Deputy Prime Minister and Liberal 
Democrats Leader Nick Clegg last 
September, has come under attack for its 
rushed execution. 

Jon Gray, headteacher of Cutteslowe 
Primary School in Oxford, said: "It's a 
good idea, but there should have been 
more time to implement it." 

Lynn Knapp, headteacher at Windmill 
Primary School in Headington, added: 
"It's not a particularly good use of public 
money, and it's being rushed so quickly." 

Anna Ballance, headteacher of 
Southwold School in Bicester, said: "The 
Government made the decision and 
imposed a policy without realising the 
implications for schools and the local 
authorities." 

Mrs Ballance said she feared her

school would need to spend up to £4,000 
a year for extra administration and lunch 
supervisors to comply with the policy. 

The Government is providing £1.47m 
to Oxfordshire County Council to help 
improve kitchens and dining areas. 

The council's education head, 
Councillor Melinda Tilley, described the 
policy as "utter madness" and warned the 
total cost could be about £2m. 

Not all schools would be able to pro¬ 
vide hot meals by the deadline, she added. 

Carole Thomson, chairwoman of the 
Oxfordshire Governors Association, criti¬ 
cised the council for being "very slow off 
the mark in surveying schools". The coun¬ 
cil only began to ask schools about their 
capacity to feed students in March, she 
said. 



However, Mrs Tilley responded: "The 
timetable for the announcement and 
introduction of this policy meant local 
authorities across the country were given 


a very limited amount of time to prepare." 

But Liberal Democrats councillor John 
Howson defended the scheme. 

"A year should be long enough to 
implement the policy," he said. "It's going 
to make a huge difference to schools." 

He added 80 small primary schools in 
the county would benefit from an addi¬ 
tional £3,000 each in Government sup¬ 
port for the scheme. 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said: "Universal free school 
meals have already been shown to work 
in the pilot schemes run ... in 2009. 
Indeed, schools have had longer to pre¬ 
pare for the introduction of universal free 
school meals this September than schools 
in those pilot areas had."

between the county council and 
Carillion, supplies meals to 80 per cent of 
the county's schools. 

A spokesman for Food With Thought 
said: "Where schools require additional 
equipment or physical upgrades a robust 
plan is in place to deliver these and we 
are confident that this will be achieved for 
the start of September." 

Many schools closed their kitchens a 
decade or more ago in order to save 
money or to create space for computer 
rooms, said Southwold's Mrs Ballance. 

Schools serving more meals will likely 
need to hire more lunchtime supervisors 
at an additional cost. 

The Government requires all state 
schools to offer a hot meal each day to 
every child from reception to year two. 

The policy, which starts on September 
2, is designed to ensure all primary 
school children up to seven years old are 
receiving adequate nutrition at school. 

The Government is providing £150m 
to improve school kitchens and dining 
facilities, plus another £22.5m to help 
small schools provide the hot meals. 

The problem with the current system is 
that not all children who are eligible for 
free school meals are claiming them. This 
might be due to social stigma, lack of 
knowledge by parents or other reasons. 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said that last year only 11 per 
cent of Oxfordshire students were claim¬ 
ing school meals, whereas another 21 per 
cent were entitled to them but did not 
take up the offer.

B EAUTY is in the eye of the 

beholder but when that beauty 
defies the social mores of a 
prejudiced era, it must be cherished 
in secret. 

Belle is dramatisation of a true 
story of fortitude across racial and 
class divides at a time when 
pompous men of privilege were 
vociferously debating the end of 
slavery in England. 

The high-profile case at the centre 
of the debate concerns the crew of a 
ship called the Zong, who have 
thrown dozens of slaves overboard 
claiming they were short of supplies. 

When the ship reaches port, the 
Zong's Liverpool-based owners 
demand compensation for the lost 
slaves but insurers refuse to honour 
the claim. 

The subsequent trial poses 
uncomfortable questions about the 
monetary value of human life. 

Inspired by an 18th-century 
painting commissioned by William 
Murray, who was then Lord Chief 
Justice of England and Wales, Amma 
Asante's handsome period piece 
illuminates the debate and some of 
the characters, whose lives intersect 


at this historical crossroads. 

Captain Sir John Lindsay (Matthew 
Goode) brings his illegitimate, mixed 
race daughter Dido (Lauren Julien- 
Box) to England and entrusts the child 
to his aristocratic uncle, Lord 
Mansfield (Tom Wilkinson). 

Lord Mansfield's wife (Emily 
Watson) opposes the plan but permits 
Dido to stay, allowing his great-niece 
to become a constant companion to 
her cousin, Elizabeth (Cara Jenkins). 

The girls blossom and Lady 
Elizabeth (now played by Sarah 
Gadon) prepares to seek a wealthy 
husband. 

Dido (now played by Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) is afforded certain 
privileges by her lineage but must 
remain behind closed doors at 
important social gatherings. 

Oliver Ashford Games Norton), 
offspring of Lord and Lady Ashford 
(Alex Jennings, Miranda Richardson) 
is a potential love match for Elizabeth 
but is more interested in Dido. 

However, Dido's head is turned by 
idealistic lawyer John Davinier (Sam 
Reid), who is heavily involved in the 
Zong case and opens her eyes to the 
barbarism of slavery. 

Elegantly scripted by Misan Sagay, 
Belle is a beautifully crafted 
companion piece to 12 Years A Slave 
that traverses a moral maze through 
British eyes and reminds us that we 
have blood on our hands too. 

The ensemble cast delivers 
excellent performances, particularly 
Mbatha-Raw, who possesses beauty 
and vulnerability on camera.

ASTON Rowant's last pair 
hung on to deny Banbury 
victory in a Serious Cricket 
Home Counties Premier 
League Division 1 match of 
fluctuating fortunes at White 
Post Road on Saturday.
